The other four of 
Young’s own fire tAvo-ye.ar-olds. Capt-ain ^lao, a 
chestnut • c<dt. hy The Manager — Royal D:iint.v. 
hy Roy.^1 Flush HI., is the star of th<‘ quartet. He 
is a Aviniier and also tAvico third in fi\’e starts. 
His oAvner regards him as :i real prospect for the 
Keiitueky Derby and this AA’eek stated that he had 
not so long ago refused a “lot of money” for 
him. “This is a fast and good horse,” said Young, 
as he flopped tlie colt’s mane over to the proper 
side of his neck.

Kama and Kingly are other sons of 
the fanunis sire to earn fame, among tlie latter’s 
many victories being the $."i,00() Toronto Cup at 
Wootlbino. Stanhope II. stooil seventeen liands high 
and Aviion iu condition Aveighod 1,350 pounds. 

Kingship is noAv the only sire remaining at Pon- 
tiac Fann, and of the sixteen mares tliere five of 
them liaA'ft foals hy the son of Hdrim. 

With the shipment from Pontiac Farm came Mr. 
L. Davies’ Impress, Avhich has been mated Avith 
Kingship. 

Trainer John Walker has purchased from the 
Thoriieliffe Stable the three -year -old Bugle March.

In races of intermediate lengths the weights for 
the shorter distance shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for three-year-olds or four- 
year-olds the weight shall be 120 pounds, and for 
two-year-olds 122 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races -where tiie con- 
ditions expressly state to the contrary, fillies two 
years old shall be allowed three pounds and mares 
throe years old and upward shall be allowed five 
pounds before September 1 and three pounds there- 
after. 

Welter weights shall be 28 pounds added to the 
weight-for-age. In heavy handicaps the top weight 
shall not be less tlian 140 pounds. In all liandicaps, 
wlien the added money exceeds $G0O, the top weight 
shall not be less than 12C pounds. 

KENTUCKY STATE RACING COMMISSION. 

In races of intermediate lengtlis the weights for 
the sliurter distance shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for two-year-olds, 118 pounds 
sh.tll be carried.

From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, for four years, 149 pounds; five years, 158 
pounds; six years and over, IGO pounds. 

For hurdle races — From January 1 to August 31, 
Inclusive, three years, 135 pounds; four years, 142 
pounds; five years, 152 pounds; six years and over, 
15G iK)unds. From September 1 to December 31, in- 
clusive, three years, 142 pounds; four years, 1.5,5 
IK)uiids; five years and ovqr, IGl pounds. In races 
e.\clusively for three-year-olds the weights shall be 
145 pounds. 

Except in handicaps and In races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, 
mares shall be allowed five pounds before Septem- 
ber 1 and three pounds afterward. 

For races on the flat under Hunt Club auspices, 
the scale of weights adopted by the Jockey Club 
shall govern and in respect of such races welter 
weights Shull be 28 pounds above the weight for 
age.

.lockey Club and the American Turf Association are 
identical and are as follows:

The rules of the Canadian Racing Associations 
governing steeplechases and hurdle races provide 
that no horse shall be permitted to start in any 
steeplechase or hurdle race carrying less than 130 
pounds. When a scale of weights for age is not 
fixed by the regulations of any course or by the 
conditions of a meeting or race the following scale 
shall govern: 

For steeplechases and hurdle races less than three 
miles, from January 1 to July 31, inclusive, four 
years, 145 pounds; five years. 150 pounds; six years 
and over. IGG iKuinds. From August 1 to December 
31. inclusive, three years. 138 i>ounds; four years, 
1.55 pounds; five years, 1G3 pounds; six years and 
over, IGG i»ounds. 

For steeplechases of three miles and over, Janu- 
ary 1 to August 31, inclusive, four years, 138 
pounds: five years, 157 pounds; six years and over, 
IGO pounds. From September 1 to December 31, 
inclusive, four years, 149 pounds; five years, IGl 
pounds; six years and over, IGG pounds. 

Except iu handicaps and in all races where the 
conditions expressly state to the contrary, mares 
shall be allowed five pounds before the first of 
September and three pounds thereafter. Gildings 
allowed three pounds.
